From the seven most familiar Zymotic Diseases 95 Deaths were registered, being at the rate 

,_ of 3:0 per thousand, or 0°3 below that for last week. Hooping-Cough was the most fatal of these 
diseases, having caused 51 deaths, of which 27 occurred in Glasgow, 10 in Edinburgh, 6 in 
Dundee, and 4 in Paisley, From Small-pox 6 deaths were registered (all in Glasgow), being 1 
more than the number for the previous week. Seventeen deaths were caused by Measles, of which 
10 occurred in Edinburgh. 

The Deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 154, being 6 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 43°°6, being 3°°3 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 1°4 below that for the corresponding week of 1900.

The number of Deaths registered in Eight Principal Towns during the week ending with 
Saturday, April 20, 1901, was 722, being at the annual rate of 23°0 per thousand of the estimated popula- 
tion. This rate is 2°0 above that for the corresponding week of last year, but 0°2 below that for the 
previous week of the present year. 

The lowest mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 18°5 per thousand; and the highest in 
Dundee, viz., 28°3 per thousand. 

From the seven most familiar Zymotic Diseases 117 Deaths were registered, being at the rate 
of 3°7 per thousand, or 0°7 above that for last week. Hooping-Cough was the most fatal of these 
diseases, having caused 56 Deaths, of which 37 occurred in Glasgow, and 14 in Edinburgh. 
From Small-pox 10 Deaths were registered (all in Glasgow), as compared. with 6 for the previous 
week, From Measles 21 Deaths resulted, of which 8 were in Edinburgh, 5 in Dundee, and 4 in 
Leith. Twenty-three Deaths were due to Diarrhcea. 

The Deaths trom Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 129, being 25 below the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 45°°5, being 1°°9 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 5°°5 below that for the corresponding week of 1900.

From the seven principal Zymotic Diseases 69 deaths were registered, being at the rate of 2:2 
per thousand—the same as that recorded for the preceding week. Measles was again the most fatal 
of these diseases, having caused 30 Deaths, of which 22 occurred in Glasgow, and 7 in Dundee. 
Seventeen Deaths were due to Diarrhea and 10 to Hooping-Cough. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 188, being 25 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 33°°8, being 1°°0 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 10°°8 below that for the corresponding week of 1900.
